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Continuation of 2. NOTE: 1 . In response to applicant's argument that the examiner has combined an excessive number of 
references, reliance on a large number of references in a rejection does not, without more, weigh against the obviousness of the claimed 
invention. See In re Gorman, 933 F.2d 982, 18 USPQ2d 1885 (Fed. Cir. 1991). 

2. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness 
can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, The Nunley reference is cited to provide unique serial number to identify the document so that it can be 
used to trigger other functions to ensure the authenticity of the document (Nunley: column 2 lines 33-54). The Blumenthal refereces is 
cited to provide the teaching that a unique number can be provided by to obtain decryption key (Blumenthal: column 3 lines 7-35), it would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to obtain decryption key by fulfilling a predetermined criteria such as entering a 
unique number retrieved from the media. The Wiegley reference is used to disclose decryption of partially encrypted file and the referenc 
achieves the purpose of secure printing method, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to combine the 
references. The Sansone and Nishikawa references are used to point out obvious matters in printing technonlogy. Therefore, the reason 
to combine the Sanson and Nishikawa references should be clear to a person with ordinary skill in the art. 
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
